Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  drawn  up  by  Dr. 
Jamieson  on  the  work  of  the  SchooT  Medical  Service  during  1935. 

In  my  last  report  no  mention  was  made  of  the  Speech  Training 
class  zvhich  was  started  in  June,  1934,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Joan 
Tonks,  who  gives  me  the  following  report.  Up  to  March,  1936, 
82  children — 60  boys  and  22  girls — have  been  treated.  The  following 
table  sheivs  the  defects  treated  and  the  results  attained  so  far  :  —

Discharged  cases  are  follozued  up  as  far  as  possible  to  find  out 
whether  the  cure  is  permanent.  So  far  no  cases  have  come  back  for 
further  treatment.'^ 

The  milk  in  schools  scheme  has  maintained  its  success.  In 
December  the  average  number  of  children  taking  milk  daily  zvas 
3,300  out  of  4,771  on  the  register.  This  number  included  434 
children  receiving  free  milk. 

Early  in  the  year  Dr.  Janlieso^l  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr. 
Roxburgh  as  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  and  took  up  her  duties 
at  the  beginning  of  April.

CO-ORDINATION. 

(a)  Infant  and  Child  Welfare. 

This  work  is  carried  on  at  the  premises  of  the  School  Clinic  in  King 
Street,  where  two  Sessions  are  held  weekly  on  Monday  and  Thursday  after¬ 
noons,  and  also  at  Seamer  Road,  where  a  Clinic  is  held  every  Wednesday.  The 
School  Medical  Inspector  attends  to  see  and  advise  mothers  of  infants  and  children 
not  yet  of  school  age. 


The  Centre  at  King  Street  is  also  used  as  a  shop  for  the  sale  of  food, 
etc.,  on  these  afternoons  and  on  Saturday  mornings.  The  Clinics  have  been  well 
attended.  I'he  total  number  of  attendances  made  was  10,073  as  against  7,028  in 
1934.  The  average  number  attending  on  these  afternoons  was  66.1  at  King  Street 
and  68.11  at  Seamer  Road.

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When  necessary,  Miss  Augusta  Tindall,  with  several  other 
voluntary  workers,  has  kindly  supplied  the  Centre  with  cotton-wool  jackets  (from 
material  provided),  and  these  have  been  of  great  service  in  the  treatment  of 
marasmic  and  ailing  babies. 

(c)  Care  of  Debilitated  Children  under  School  Age. 

Most  of  these  children  come  under  the  observation  of  the  Health 
Visitors  or  School  Nurses  during  their  ordinary  visiting  work,  and  mothers  are 
encouraged  to  continue  bringing  their  children  to  the  Infant  Clinic  up  to  school 
age,  when  they  are  transferred  to  the  School  Medical  Service.  As  records  are 
kept  of  all  cases,  and  as  both  organisations  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  is  also  School  Medical  Officer,  continuity  of  the  work  is 
maintained. 

SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

In  addition  to  the  improvements  recorded  in  previous  reports  the  following 
improvements  and  alterations  have  been  made  : —

In  addition  to  these  routine  inspections,  392  children  were  medically 
examined  as  “  Specials  These  children  are  seen  in  the  schools,  or  are  sent  to 
the  School  Clinic  by  the  teachers,  parents  or  nurses  for  some  particular  defect 
or  illness;  395  re-inspection  of  these  children  were  subsequently  made.

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS  AND  ME.ANS  AVAILABLE  FOR 

TREATMENT  OF  DEFECTS. 

MALNUTRITION. 

In  a  total  of  1,956  children,  374  (19.12%)  were  found  to  be  slightly  sub¬ 
normal,  while  11  (0.56%)  were  bad.  Er  idence  of  malnutrition  was  at  its  highest 
in  the  second  age  group,  where  24.48%  of  the  children  were  subnormal,  and  0.86% 
were  bad.  While  inadequate  or  unsuitable  dieting  plays  a  part  in  many  of  these 
cases,  this  is  not  the  sole  factor,  as  many  of  these  children  come  from  good  homes. 

Apart  from  actual  disease  or  gastro-intestinal  defect  it  is  regretably  true, 
especially  among  the  juniors,  that  insufficient  hours  of  sleep  may  be  the  deciding 
factor  in  keeping  these  children’s  nutrition  subnormal — a  fact  that  is  difficult  to 
impress  upon  some  parents.  Daily  milk  has  done  much  to  improve  the  nutrition 
in  school  children.  Necessitous  cases  are  supplied  free. 

UNCLEANLINESS. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  children  at  the  Routine  Medical  Inspections 
and  Special  Inspections  were  found  to  be  in  an  unclean  condition  of  the  head 
or  body. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  demanded  is  very  high,  and  any  child  show¬ 
ing  even  one  or  two  nits  in  the  head,  although  from  definite  knowledge  of  the 
child  this  condition  is  known  to  be  temporary,  is  recorded  as  a  case  of  uncleanliness. 

A  larger  proportion  of  cases  is  always  detected  during  the  School  Nurses’ 
visits,  as  apart  from  the  Routine  Medical  Inspection. 
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Table  I\'.  shows  the  number  of  these  cases.  In  a  total  of  603  only  24 
children  were  cleansed  under  the  Authority’s  scheme,  which  indicates  that  the 
majority  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  degree. 

There  were  5  cases  of  scabies  during  the  year. 

MINOR  AILMENTS  AND  DISEASES  OF  THE  SKIN. 

Arrangements  made  for  the  treatment  of  these  conditions  remain  the 
same  as  in  previous  years. 

During  the  year  there  were  4  cases  of  ringworm  of  the  body  and  9 
cases  of  Ringworm  of  the  scalp;  The  former  are  easily  cured  and  do  not  necessi¬ 
tate  long  absence  from  school,  while  for  the  latter  we  have  an  efficient  method 
of  treatment  in  X-rays. 

IMPETIGO. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  common  of  skin  diseases,  and  246  cases  were 
treated  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year.  These  children  are  frequently  found  to  be 
below  par,  and  require  general  as  well  as  local  treatment.  The  disease  is, 
’fortunately,  easily  cured,  and  even  in  severe  cases  does  not  necessitate  absence 
from  school  for  any  length  of  time. 

VISUAL  DEFECTS  AND  EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASE. 

Group  I.,  Table  I\'.,  shows  that  65  children  received  treatment  for  minor 
eye.  conditions.  The  majority  of  these  cases  were  treated  for  Blepharitis, 
Conjunctivitis  and  Styes.  These  conditions  are  often  associated  with  general 
debility,  and  general  as  well  as  local  treatment  is  required. 

Group  II.,  Table  I\'.,  shows  that  214  children  were  referred  for  refraction 
on  account  of  defective  vision.  In  the  majority  of  these  cases  the  defect  was 
noted  at  the  Routine  Medical  Inspection.  The  others  were  sent  to  the  Eye  Clinic 
by  parents  or  teachers.  In  11  cases  the  parents  refused  treatment.  Sixty-four 
children  were  examined  as  to  the  suitability  of  present  spectacles ;  no  change 
was  made  in  19  of  these.  I'hirty-three  were  treated  apart  from  the  Authority’s 
scheme.  Of  the  remaining  1U8  children,  spectacles  were  prescribed  for  59. 
In  24  children,  the  defect  was  \  ery  slight,  and  these  were  put  on  the  observation 
list. 

Of  the  104  children  for  whom  spectacles  were  prescribed  at  the  Eye  Clinic, 
the  errors  of  refraction  were  classified  as  follows : —

Spectacles  are  not  provided  by  the  Local  Education  Authority,  but  by 
the  parents,  except  in  cases  of  poverty,  when  the  spectacles  are  provided  by 
tht  Scarborough  Amicable  Society  and  the  cost  recovered  from  the  Local  Education 
Authority  at  the  end  of  the  year.  During  the  year  this  Society  has  spent 
;£.'35  18s.  The  money  is  refunded  in  small  weekly  payments  by  the  parents 
where  possible.  .V  very  high  proportion  of  the  parents  obtain  their  children’s 
spectacles  in  this  way. 
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The  forms  sent  to  parents  allocating  appointments  have  been  modified, 
so  that  they  may  sign  them,  giving  consent.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped,  to  lessen 
the  number  of  broken  appointments. 

During  the  year  25  school  children  were  treated  at  the  local  Hospital 
by  Dr.  Ellison,  Opthalmic  Surgeon.  Four  chUdren  had  successful  operations  for 
squint.  The  other  conditions  treated  included — corneal  ulcer  (2),  meibomiam 
cyst  (1),  interstital  keratitis  (1),  orbital  cellulitis  (1),  conjunctivitiis  (1),  burn  of 
lids  and  eye  (2),  excision  of  sac  (1),  enucleation  (2),  abcess  of  lid  (1). 

'I'he  numbers  in  brackets  refer  to  children  treated  as  in-patiients. 

'I'able  III.  shows  that  there  are  three  children  suitable  for  training  in 
a  class  for  the  partially  blind.  These  children  are  kept  under  observation  and 
the  work  at  school  modified  to  suit  each. 

One  girl  is  at  present  in  a  certified  school  for  the  blind. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  426  children,  aged  11  years,  were  examined,  and 
of  this  number  106,  or  24  per  cent,  were  found  to  have  defective  vision.  Forty- 
six  had  already  received  treatment.  In  32  cases  the  defect  was  slight  and 
these  were  put  on  the  obser\ation  list.  Of  the  remaining  28  who  were  found 
to  require  treatment,  some  have  already  received  this  at  the  School  Clinic,  and 
the  others  will  be  sent  for  in  the  near  future. 
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NOSE  AND  THROAT  DEFECTS. 

Table  IV.,  Group  HI.,  deals  with  these  defects. 

total  of  74  children  received  treatment  for  defects  of  nose  and  throat. 
Six  parents  refused  treatment,  the  treatment  in  each  case  being  operation. 

In  addition,  116  children  were  put  under  observation  for  lesser  degrees 
ot  affection  of  their  tonsils  and  adenoids. 


EAR  DISEASE  AND  DEFECTIVE  HEARING. 

Forty-nine  children  recei\ed  treatment  at  the  Clinic  for  ear  conditions. 
The  more  serious  cases  were  sent]  on  to  see  a  surgeon  at  the  local  Hospital,  and 
11  children  were  treated  there  during  the  year. 

DENTAL  DEFECTS. 

As  a  result  of  medical  inspection  and  special  inspection,  24  children 
were  referred  to  the  Dental  Clinic  for  treatment.  These  children  were  suffering 
from  carious  teeth  to  such  an  extent  as  to  demand  immediate  attention. 

Mr.  D.  Bewes  Atkinson,  the  Dental  Surgeon,  has  kindly  written  the 
following  Report  on  his  work  among  the  school  children  : — 

DENTAL  REPORT. 

“  The  .School  Dental  Service  is  run  on  the  following  lines. 

“  Schools  are  inspected  and  treatment  is  commenced  usually  within 
a  couple  of  weeks  of  receipt  of  the  form  of  acceptance  from  the  parents. 
When  treatment  for  children  from  that  school  is  nearing  completion, 
another  school  is  inspected  and  the  procedure  repeated. 
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“  Two  sessions  pei'  week  are  devoted  to  gas  cases,  and  occasionally 
the  number  of  cases  needing  gas  mounts  up  at  a  quicker  rate  than  our 
ability  to  dispose  of  them.  This  may  entail  an  occasional  wait  of  a 
week  or  two. 

“  In  the  five-year-olds,  a  large  percentage  haAe  carious  teeth,  and 
there  is  a  percentjage  of  mouths  with  septic  teeth.  In  the  six,  seven 
and  eight-year-olds,  the  presence  of  carious  permanent  molar  teeth  and 
septic  temporary  molar  teeth  becomes  progressively  marked.  This  is 
evidenced  by  the  large  number  of  cases  in  these  groups  which,  because 
of  sepsis,  have  to  be  referred  for  treatment  under  Nitrous  Oxide  Gas. 

“In  the  older  groups  the  necessity  for  conservation  of  the  permanent 
teeth  becomes  more  marked,  the  children  in  the  twelve,  thirteen  and 
fourteen  groups  often  having  incipient  or  pronounced  caries,  in  the 
majority  of  all  the  teeth  posterior  to  the  canines.  Assuming  the  con¬ 
dition  to  be  neglected  and  advice  ignored,  the  inevitable  end  is  gross 
decay,  pain,  sepsis,  and  eventual  loss  of  teeth  in  comparatively  early 
adult  life.  The  seeds  of  severe  gastric  conditions,  arthritic,  glandular 
and  blood  conditions  being  some,  of  the  all  too  common  prices  paid  for 
such  neglect. 

“  The  co-operation  of  the  Head  Teachcis  and  Staff  is  a  very  forceful 
influence  where  oral  cleanliness  is  conceined,  also  for  the  good  percentage 
of  acceptances  received  from  the  schools.” 


ORTHOPEDIC  AND  POSTURAL  DEFECTS. 

Institutional  treatment  required  for  these  defects  is  obtained  at  the  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Hospital,  Kirbymoorside,  and  during  the  year  9  children  were  admitted. 
Apart  from  providing  treatment,  this  Institution  also  provides  educational  facilities. 
A  massage  sister  attached  to  the  Orthopaedic  hospital  visits  Scarborough  one 
day  a  week  to  supervise  remedial  exercises.  Previously  she  came  one  after¬ 
noon  a  week,  but  the  work  of  this  department  has  increased  and  now  she  gives 
a  full  day  every  Friday.  Sixty-two  children  attended  this  class  during  the  year. 
'J'hey  are  encouraged  to  continue  the  exercises  at  home. 

Dr.  Crockatt,  the  orthopaedic  surgeon,  holds  a  Clinic  once  a  month,  and 
sees  all  new  cases  and  keeps  all  others  under  supervision.  The  School  Nurse  attends 
these  latter  Clinics  and  is  able  to  explain  special  circumstances  to  Dr.  Crockatt, 
and  also  to  inform  the  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  treatment  to  be  carried 
out.  One  hundred  and  eleven  children  were  in  attendance  during  the  year. 


HEART  DISEASE  AND  RHEUMATISM. 

'I'able  HI.,  Section  D.,  shows  that  no  child  was  disco\ered  suffering  from 
heart  disease  so  severe  as  to  be  unable  to  attend  school. 

Children  who  have  rheumatic  lesions  or  previous  history  of  rheumatism 
are  kept  under  observation  at  the  Special  Clinic  on  Friday'  mornings,  and  have 
exercises  and  games  modified  to  their  needs. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

During’  19c(5  two  children  were  treated  for  active  T.B.  in  Hospital.' 
A  number  of  children  attended  the  tuberculosis  dispensary  as  contacts  or  for  obser¬ 
vation  or  because  they  were  of  the  pre-tubercular  type.  During  the  summer, 
18  children  resided  at  the  Open  Air  Ward  at  the  local  Sanatorium.  This  Ward 
is  for  the  open  air  treatment  of  non-infectious  tuberculosis  or  pre-tubercular 
children,  and  owing  to  the  prolonged  spell  of  mild  weather,  was  kept  open  longer 
during  1935  than  in  previous  years. 

FOLLOWING  UP 

Arrangements  made  for  this  part  of  the  work  were  given  in  the  1932 
report  and  remain  the  same.

The  new  Hinderwell  School  opened  in  October,  1932,  is  nearly  two  miles 
distant  from  the  School  Clinic  in  King  Street,  and  it  was  felt  that  this  was 
too  far  for  the  children  to  travel  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments.  A  Minor 
Ailments  Clinic  was  therefore  established  ini  the  School,  and  is  held  weekly 
by  the  School  Nurse. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Existing  arrangements  for  the  detection  and  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  infectious  diseases  are  the  same  as  those  reported  in  1932.  No  school  was 
closed  during  the  year  on  account  of  infectious  disease.  .A.  minor  outbreak  of 
mumps  occurred  in  the  early  months  of  1935. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  started  in  1933,  and  between  1,200 
and  1,300  children  have  been  immunised.  In  the  case  of  children  in  the  Infant 
Departments,  parents  are  given  forms  dealing  with  this  subject,  and  they  are 
encouraged  to  have  their  children  immunised. 

Twelve  children  were  excluded  from  school  at  the  routine  medical  inspec¬ 
tion.  Of  these,  three  were  excluded  for  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 

Of  the  children  seen  at  the  Clinic,  189  were  excluded,  35  of  these  being 
on  account  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 

The  Table  given  herewith  shows  the  prevalence  of  common  infectious 
diseases  amongst  school  children.  For  purposes  of  comparison,  figures  are  given

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OPEN  AIR  EDUCATION  AND  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

There  is  no  open-air  school  in  Scarborough.  A  special  course  of  instruc¬ 
tion  was  given  to  teachers  in  the  area  during  1934  on  the  more  modern  methods 
of  physical  training. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

No  free  meals  are  provided. 

The  response  to  the  scheme  for  supplying  school  children  with  milk  has 
been  good  during  1935.  In  a  school  population  of  4,771,  the  number  of  children 
having  milk  daily  is  3,299.  During  the  year,  434  children  were  supplied  with 
free  milk. 

We  are  again  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs.  Ellis,  Miss  Knowles  and  Miss  Wake, 
and  the  pupils  of  the  Scarborough  Girls’  High  School  for  their  kindness  in 
providing  us  with  clothing  for  needy  school  children.  ; 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS,  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 
OFFICER,  AND  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

Parents  are  invited  to  be  present  at  the  Routine  Medical  Inspection,  and 
the  response  to  this  is  satisfactory.  The  following  table  gives  the  percentage 
of  the  parents  present.

The  co-operation  of  the  head  teachers  has  been  most  valuable  In  carrying 
out  the  work  of  medical  inspection,  detection  and  treatment  of  defects,  and  in 
advice  given  to  the  parents.  The  teachers  are  informed  of  defects  found  in 
cases  where  supervision  at  school  is  necessary. 

With  regard  to  the  co-operation  of  voluntary  bodies,  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  may  be  notified  in  cases  of 
uncleanliness,  neglect,  insufficient  clothing,  or  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Inspector  Hollins,  whose  report  is  given  below,  has  been  of  great  help 
to  the  School  Medical  Service  during  the  year.  As  will  be  seen  from  his  report, 
a  visit  or  advice  from  the  Inspector  is  generally  followed  by  satisfactory  results.

In  order  to  watch  progress  and  to  guard  against  relapse,  287  supervisory 
visits  were  made,  and  also  163  miscellaneous  visits  of  enquiry. 

The  Council  of  Social  Welfare  has  provided  codliver  oil  and  Parishes’ 
Food  in  cases  of  malnutrition  on  the  recommendation  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 
This  Society  also  prov'des  voluntary  help  for  the  running  of  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

In  addition  to  the  help  already  mentioned,  the  Scarborough  Amicable 
Society  spent  137  18s.  Sd.  on  clothing  and  boots  during  the  vear. 


BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

Table  III.  deals  with  this  class  of  child,  and  these  children  are  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  by  Health  Visitors,  School  Nurses 
or  the  Attendarrce  Officer  visiting  the  homes.  The  Public  Assistance  Committee 
also  reports  cases  under  its  care.  Children  with  these  defects  who  are  able  to 
attend  school  are  notified  by  the  teachers  or  are  found  during  the  Routine  Medical 
Inspection.  In  this  way  most  of  the  cases  are  brought  to  light.  ■ 

Twenty-four  mentally  defective  children  are  in  attendance  at  the  Special 
Class  in  Seamer  Road.  1  hese  children  are  “  incapable  by  reason  of  mental  defect  of 
receiving  proper  benefit  from  the  instruction  in  the  ordinary  public  Elementary 
Schools,  but  are  not  incapable  by  reason  of  that  defect  of  receiving  benefit  from 
imtruction  in  special  schools  for  mentally  defective  children.” 

In  addition  to  the  above,  3  children  who  have  been  notified  to  the  local 
authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  were  in  attendance  at  the  ‘‘  Special 
Class.” 

A  special  class  for  dull  and  backward  boys  of  11  and  over  is  held  in 
Friarage  School,  at  which  children  not  eligible  for  the  Special  Class,  yet  not  able 
to  keep  up  with  the  ordinary  standard  for  their  age,  attend. 

No  arrangements  exist  for  co-operation  with  any  branch  of  the  Central 
.Association  of  Mental  Welfare.

No  arrangements  are  made  for  the  higher  education  of  blind,  deaf,  defec¬ 
tive  and  epileptic  students.

SPEECH  DEFECTS. 

.A  special  class  is  now  being  held  for  the  treatment  of  speech  defects,  to  which 
suitable  children  are  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  These  children  are 
presented  by  the  teacher  or  parent  either  at  School  Inspection  or  at  the  Clinic 
in  King  Street. 
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NURSERY  SCHOOL. 

There  is  one  Nursery  School  in  connection  with  the  Friarage  Elementary

full  Medical  Inspection  every  term,  and  for  “  Follow-up  ”  Inspections  at  monthly 
intervals.  There  is  also  a  Monthly  Inspection  for  the  detection  of  uncleanliness. 

The  children  in  this  class  are  supplied  with  codllver  oil  and  malt  twice 
daily  durliig  the  winter  months  and  milk  (for  which  the  parents  pay)  every  morning.

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  journal  “  Better  Health  ”  is  distributed  free  of  cost  to  the  school 
children  and  to  the  mothers  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

Lectures  have  been  given  to  the  parents  at  several  schools  on  immunisa¬ 
tion  against  diphtheria.  The  response  to  this  has  been  very  good.  The 
numbers  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  Report.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Employment  of  Children. — Under  the  Byelaws  for  the  employment  of 
children,  all  children  under  the  age  of  14  must  be  medically  examined  as  to  their 
fitness  for  work.  These  children  are  sent  on  for  medical  examination  by  an 
Employment  Officer,  who  also  makes  enquiries  regarding  the  kind  of  work  done. 
Certain  employments  unsuitable  for  children,  such  as  work  in  barbers’  shops, 
public  slaughterhouses,  etc.,  are  prohibited. 

During  the  year  141  boys  were  examined  and  were  passed  as  fit ;  six 
of  these  were  subsequently  re-examined.  Forty-three  girls  were  also  examined 
for  work  and  were  passed  as  fit ;  one  of  these  was  subsequently  re-examined. 

There  is  no  arrangement  for  the  re-examination  of  all  these  children,  but 
in  doubtful  cases  certificates  are  given  for  a  limited  period,  and  at  the  end  of  that 
time  a  further  examination  is  made  and  a  fresh  certificate  given.  Where  a  second 
examination  has  been  necessary,  it  has  not  been  found  that  the  health  of  the  children 
had  suffered  from  such  employment.  In  no  case  was  a  second  certificate  refused.

(a)  The  return  refers  to  a  complete  calendar  year. 

(b)  This  heading  relates  solely  to  the  routine  medical  inspection  of  the  three  ordinary 
age  groups,  i.e.,  to  medical  inspection  carried  out: — 

(i)  in  compliance  with  Article  17  of  the  Consolidated  Begulations  relating  to 

Special  Services — Grant  Regulations  No.  19; 

(ii)  on  the  school  premises  (or  at  a  place  specially  sanctioned  by  the  Board); 

(iii)  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  report  on  each  child  on  the  lines  of  the  approved 

Schedule  set  out  in  Circular  582. 

(c)  Under  this  heading  may  be  recorded  routine  inspections,  if  any,  of  children  who 
do  not  fall  under  the  three  prescribed  age-groups,  e.g.,  7-ouiine  inspections  of  a  fourth  age- 
group  or  of  other  groujjs  of  children,  as  distinct  from  those  who  are  individually  selected  on 
account  of  some  suspected  ill-health  for  “  Special  ”  Inspection. 

(d)  A  Special  Inspection  is  a  medical  inspection  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  himself 
or  by  one  of  the  Medical  Officers  on  his  staff  of  a  child  specially  selected  or  referred 
for  such  inspection,  i.e.,  not  inspected  at  a  routine  medical  inspection  as  defined  above. 
Such  children  may  be  selected  by  the  Medical  Officer  during  a  visit  to  the  School  or 
may  be  referred  to  him  by  the  Teachers,  School  Nurses,  Attendance  Officers,  Parents, 
or  otherwise.  It  is  immaterial  for  the  purpose  of  this  heading  whether  the  children 
are  inspected  at  the  School  or  at  the  Inspection  Clinic  or  elsewhere.  If  a  child  happens 
to  come  before  the  School  Medical  Officer  for  special  inspection  during  a  year  in  which 
it  falls  into  one  of  the  routine  groups,  its  routine  inspection  should  be  entered  in 
Part  A.  of  Table  I.  and  its  special  inspection  in  Part  B.  The  insi>ection  to  be  recorded 
under  the  heading  of  special  inspections  should  be  only  the  first  inspection  of  the  child 
so  referred  for  a  particular  defect.  If  a  child  who  has  been  specially  inspected  for  one 
defect  is  subsequently  specially  inspected  for  another  defect,  such  subsequent  inspection 
should  be  recorded  as  a  Special  Inspection  and  not  as  a  Re-inspection. 

(e)  Under  this  heading  should  be  entered  the  medical  inspections  of  children  who 
as  the  result  of  a  routine  or  special  inspection  come  up  later  on  for  subsequent 
re-inspection,  whether  at  the  School  or  at  the  Inspection  Clinic.  The  first  inspection 
in  every  case  will  be  entered  as  a  routine  or  special  inspection  as  the  case  may  be. 
Every  subsequent  inspection  of  the  same  defect  will  be  entered  as  a  re-inspection. 

Care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  nothing  is  included  under  the  head  of  special 
inspections  or  re-inspections  except  such  inspections  as  are  defined  above.  Attendances  for 
treatment  by  a  Nurse,  or  for  examinations  by  anyone  other  than  a  Doctor  on  the  staff  of 
the  School  Medical  Service,  should  not  be  recorded  as  medical  inspections.  If,  however,  at 
any  such  attendance  a  child  is  also  examined  by  one  of  the  Authority’s  Medical  OflBcers, 
this  should  be  recorded  as  a  special  inspection  or  re-inspection  as  the  case  may  be, 
even  if  treatment  is  also  given ;  but  such  attendance  may  also  of  course  be  recorded 
as  an  attendance  for  treatment. 

(f)  No  individual  <bild  isboukl  be  counted  more  than  once,  even  if  it  is  found  to  bo 
suffering  fi-om  more  tlian  one  defect.

NOTES  ON  TABLE  III. 


(a)  This  Table  should  include  all  children  in  the  area  for  whom  the  Local  Education 
Authority  are  responsible  and  who  (except  in  the  case  of  children  suffering  from  epilepsy 
which  is  not  severe  and  certain  classes  of  tuberculous  and  crippled  children)  have  been 
ascertained  to  be  blind,  deaf,  defective,  or  epileptic  within  the  meaning  of  Part  V.  of 
the  Education  Act,  1921.  It  is  the  statutory  duty  of  everj^  Local  Education  Authority 
formally  to  ascertain  all  defective  children  in  their  area  irrespective  of  the  actual 
provision  now  made  for  their  instruction  in  Special  Schools.  It  is  assumed  that  every 
Authority  will  have  a  complete  list  of  such  children  compiled  from  returns  made 
continuously  during  the  year  and  kept  constantly  up  to  date.  In  order  to  secure 
uniformity,  Authorities  are  requested  to  make  up  this  Table  from  their  list  of  defective 
children  as  it  stands  on  the  last  day  of  each  calendar  year. 

Children  who  are  living  in  residential  schools  in  the  area,  but  who  come  from  other 
areas,  should  not  be  included  in  this  Table ;  but  children  should  be  included  who  are 
living  in  residential  schools  outside  the  area  and  who  are  being  maintained  there  by 
the  Authority. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Table,  no  child  should  he  included  whose  defect  has  not  been 
ascertained  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  or  a  medical  member  of  the  Authority’s  staff. 
In  areas  other  than  Counties  or  County  Boroughs  children  ascertained  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  County  should  be  included. 

The  definitions  of  defective  children  as  given  in  the  Act  are  as  follows  and  must 
be  very  carefully  borne  in  mind.  ^ 

A  blind  child  is  a  child  who  is  too  blind  to  be  able  to  read  the  ordinary  school 
books  used  by  children. 

A  deaf  child  is  a  child  who  is  too  deaf  to  be  taught  in  a  class  of  hearing  children 
in  an  elementary  school. 

Mentally  and  Phj’sically  Defective  children  are  children  who,  not  being  imbecile  and 
not  being  merely  dull  and  backward,  are  defective,  that  is  to  say,  children  who  by 
reason  of  mental  or  physical  defect  are  incapable  of  receiving  pro];>er  benefit  from  the 
instruction  in  the  ordinary  public  elementary  schools,  but  are  not  incapable  by  reason 
of  that  defect  of  receiving  benefit  from  instruction  in  such  special  classes  or  schools 

as  under  Part  V.  of  the  Act  may  be  provided  for  defective  children. 

Epileptic  children  are  children  who,  not  being  idiots  or  imbeciles,  are  unfit  by  reason 
of  severe  epilepsy  to  attend  the  ordinary  public  elementary  schools. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  this  return  the  Board  require  that  children  who  are  blind 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  should  be  divided  into  two  categories,  i.e.,  (i)  those  who 
are  totally  blind  or  so  blind  that  they  can  only  be  appropriately  taught  in  a  school 
or  class  for  totally  blind  children,  and  (2)  those  who  though  they  cannot  read  ordinai-y 
school  books,  or  cannot  read  them  without  injury  to  their  eyesight,  have  such  power 
of  vision  that  they  can  appropriately  be  taught  in  a  school  or  class  for  the  partially 
blind. 

It  should  be  understood  that  children  who  are  able  by  means  of  suitable  glasses 

to  read  the  ordinary  school  books  used  by  children  without  fatigue  or  injury  to  their 

vision,  should  not  be  included  in  this  Table. 

(c)  It  should  be  understood  that  none  of  the  children  in  this  category  should  in 

fact  be  attending  pxiblic  elementary  schools.  When  the  heading  is  retained,  it  is 
merely  because  at  present  the  insufficiency  of  Special  School  accommodation  makes 
it  imiiossible  to  do  better  for  some  of  these  children  than  to  allow  them  to  attend  the 

ordinary  school,  or  because  there  is  some  other  reason  vhich  accounts  for  the  temporary 

attendance  of  the  children  at  the  ordinary  school. 

(d)  Children  who  are  deaf  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  should  be  classified  for 

the  purpose  of  this  Table  as  (i)  totally  deaf  or  so  deaf  that  they  can  only  be  appropriately 

taught  in  a  school  or  class  for  the  totally  deaf,  and  (2)  partially  deaf,  i.e.,  those  who 

can  appropriately  be  taught  in  a  school  or  class  for  the  partially  deaf. 

(e)  Mentally  Defective  children  are  children  who,  not  being  imbecile  and  not  being 
merely  dull  or  backward,  are  incapable  by  reason  of  mental  defect  of  receiving  proper 
benefit  from  the  instruction  in  the  ordinary  Public  Elementary  Schools  but  are  not  incapable 
by  reason  of  that  defect  of  receiving  benefit  from  instruction  in  Special  Schools  for 
mentally  defective,  children. 


This  categorj’  includes  only  those  children  for  whose  education  and  maintenance  the 
Local  Education  Authority  are  responsible,  and  should  exclude  all  children  who  have 
been  notified  to  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act.  Details  of  such 
children  should  be  given  on  Form  307M. 

(f)  In  this  part  of  the  Table  only  those  children  should  be  included  who  are  epileptic 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

For  practical  purposes  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that  children  who  are  subject  to 
attacks  of  major  epilepsy  in  school  should  be  recorded  as  “  severe  ”  cases  and  excluded 
from  ordinary  public  elementary  schools. 

(g)  In  this  part  of  the  Table  should  be  entered  the  remainder  of  the  epileptic  children 
ii:  the  area,  i.e.,  children  whose  disease  is  of  such  a  kind  as  not  to  unfit  them  for 
attendance  at  an  ordinary  public  elementary  school. 

(h)  Children  with  “  open  ”  tuberculosis  should  of  course  be  promptly  excluded 
from  public  elementary  schools. 

(i)  The  exact  classification  of  physically  defective  children  is  admittedly  a  matter 
of  difficulty.  Valuable  information,  however,  tvill  be  obtained  if  School  Medical  Officers 
will  record  these  defective  children  as  accurately  as  possible  under  the  selected  sub¬ 
headings. 

(j)  This  Section  should  be  confined  to  children  (except  those  included  in  other  groups) 
whose  general  health  renders  it  desirable  that  they  should  be  specially  selected  for 
admission  to  an  Open  Air  School.  Such  children  should  be  included  irrespective  of  the 
actual  provision  of  Open  Air  Schools  in  the  area,  or  of  the  practicability  in  present 
circumstances  of  sending  the  children  to  Residential  Schools.  At  the  same  time  it 
should  be  remembered  that  children  should  not  be  regarded  ns  suitable  for  admission 
to  an  Open  Air  .School  unless  the  Medical  Officer  would  be  prepared  to  certify  that  they 
are  incapable  by  reason  of  physical  defect  of  receiving  proper  benefit  from  the  instruction 
in  the  ordinary  Public  Elementary  Schools. 

(fc)  The  total  under  this  heading  .should  be  followed  bv  a  figure  in  brackets  indicating 
the  number  of  these  children  who  should  be  receiving  Special  School  education.

NOl’ES  ON  TABLE  IV. 


(a)  The  Tables  .should  deal  with  all  defects  treated  during  the  year,  however  they 
were  brought  to  the  Authority’s  notice,  i.e.,  whether  by  routine  inspection,  special 
inspection,  or  otherwise,  during  the  year  in  question  or  previously. 

(b)  This  heading  should  include  all  cases  that  received  treatment  under  definite 
arrangements  or  agreements  for  treatment  made  by  the  Local  Education  Authority 
and  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Education  under  .Section  80  of  the  Education  Act, 
1921.  Cases  which,  after  being  recommended  for  treatment  or  advised  to  obtain 
it,  actually  received  treatment  by  private  practitioners,  or  by  means  of  direct  application 
to  Hospitals,  or  by  the  use  of  hospital  tickets  supplied  by  private  persons,  etc.,  should 
be  entered  under  other  headings. 

(c)  If  any  treatment  is  given  for  more  serious  diseases  of  the  ear  (e.g.,  operative 
treatment  in  hospital)  it  should  not  be  recorded  here,  but  in  the  body  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report. 

(d)  Postural  defects  which  received  non-residential  treatment  otherwise  than  at  an 
orthopaedic  clinic  should  not  be  recorded  in  this  Table. 

(e)  A  child  may  be  recorded  in  more  than  one  category  and  therefore  the  total  number 
of  children  treated  will  not  necessarily  be  the  same  as  the  sum  of  the  figures  in  the 
separate  categories. 

(/')  The  heading  “  Specials  ”  in  this  Table  relates  to  all  children  inspected  by  the 
School  Dentist  otherwise  than  in  the  course  of  the  routine  inspection  of  children 
in  one  of  the  age  groups  covered  by  the  Authority’s  approved  scheme,  namely,  to 
children  specially  selected  by  him,  or  referred  by  Medical  Officers,  Parents,  Teachers, 
etc.,  on  account  of  urgency.  The  number  inspected  in  each  age  group  should  be  separately 
shown,  as  well  as  the  total,  but  under  “  Specials  ”  only  the  total  number  should 
be  given. 

(g)  Temporary  fillings,  whether  in  permanent  or  temporary  teeth,  should  be  recorded 
as  other  operation's. 

{h)  A  statement  as  to  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Education  Authority 
for  cleansing  verminous  children  and  a  record  of  the  cases  in  which  legal  proceedings 
were  taken,  should  be  included  in  the  body  of  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  Report. 

(i)  (i)  All  cases  of  uncleanliness,  howeV'Or  slight,  should  be  recorded. 

(ii)  The  Return  should  relate  to  individual  childi'en  and  not  to  instances  of  un- 
cleanlineiss. 

JN.B. — Groups  I.- — VI.  above  cover  all  the  defects  for  which  treatment  is  normally  pro¬ 
vided  as  part  of  the  School  Medical  Service.  Particulars  as  to  the  measures  adopted  by  the 
Authority  for  providing  treatment  for  other  types  of  defect  or  for  securing  improvement 
in  types  of  defect  which  do  not  fall  to  be  treated  under  the  Authority’s  own  scheme 
and  for  which  the  Authority  neither  incur  expenditure  nor  accept  any  responsibility, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  effect  of  the  measures  taken,  should  be  included  in 
the  body  of  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  Report.  It  is  convenient  for  such  particulars 
to  follow  the  headings  of  Table  II. 
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
